What i recall ejjsarly that theg. borrowed - and I never saw again - was 
the time i nad of the money the committee spenijf, a copy of every one from the 
files of the clerk of the House, and my own file, all in 3-hole binders, of 
all one reporting on thqt committee from the then 3 DC papers, Lh i ^n 4 HYC papers, 
2 in Chicago an., a few others :nd all the weekly news and opinion magazines, 
pint a few monthlies. 

To give you an idea of the nature of the content of those records of ex- 
penditures yfne page I had in them and I used t^_defend myself when those un- 
Americans tried to frame me b^ tlieir'^fink convicted on two felony charges, 
uttering and goorging and obtaining money under false pretenses. That fink, 

David Dubois wayne, wormed as the Washi^feton rep of the native fascist and 
nead oi the bjJ.ver Shirts, William Dudley Holley. I produced the phony means 
of the committee paying him when he was not on its payroll while it was doing 
its dirty work.

dcove all the way up to interviews me jton. pane's "security." I asked the agent 
if he had consulted the records available on mayne's conviction and hi s being 
of that pro-hitler SilverShirt outfit. He said tnat had all of that. I told him 
if t/iey neeaed more than that the wh^fe thing was a farce and I’d not be part 
of t bek.J 

In tnose pre -Xerox days I got three wo., to sit in the Clerk of the 
House;:! oft ice for three weeks and type all tnose vouchers, making carbons, too. 

Bmytryk took the ribbon copies and the carbons a few of which they left behind.

I should have .said before that the Dies fascists had enough puil in thehouse 
they could get an ex poste facto law pasp"’ passed to make it a crime to .."intezv 
fere" with the functioning of a Congressional committee. They then brought pressuejr 
to bear on Dave Mne, then US S^ttoryey for the H/strict of Cokumbia. He 
had been nominated for a federal judgeship and toe Texas nazis a nd their 
political bedfellows help'd the vote on Mjs nomination^ stalled in that com- 
mittee until he had my then associate Gardner 'Vat 11 Jackson and me before that 
grand jusy.
